Most of the 
quotes come from her groundbreaking 1988 book 
/ Am Woman: A Native Perspective on Sociology 
and Feminism. 
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Ch’oonehte’ Ma, also known as Angela Sidney, was instrumental in helping preserve the language, history, and 
traditions of her Tagish people. When she was young, while she cared for her ill mother, she absorbed as much 
Tagish history and knowledge as she could. This would become a lifelong passion of hers. She published several 
histories, including My Stories Are My Wealth, and co-founded the Yukon International Storytelling Festival. 
Her efforts ensured that neither her language nor her oral traditions were lost when she passed away in 1991. 

Mary John Sr. also did much to preserve the language and culture of her Dakelh community. As the first presi¬ 
dent of the British Columbia Homemakers’ Association, she transformed what was intended as a tool for assimi¬ 
lation of Indigenous women with settler culture into a vehicle for the social and political empowerment of In¬ 
digenous women. She also founded the Stoney Creek Elders’ Society, which built the Saik’uz Potlatch House 
that stands as a central place providing continuity of Dakelh culture, society, and spirituality. 

Tseybayotl, also known as Harriet Nahanee, was a lifelong activist of Nuu-chah-nulth ancestry who married into 
the SkwxwuTmesh nation. As a child she was sent to residential schools, where she witnessed a school adminis¬ 
trator murder one of her schoolmates by kicking her down a flight of stairs. In 2007 she defended the wetlands 
of Eagleridge Bluffs, where she used to hunt deer, by leading a blockade of the Sea-to-Sky Highway expansion 
in defiance of an injunction and of her own band council. At age 71 she proudly and unapologetically served a 
jail sentence, where she unfortunately caught pneumonia. The night before she died, over 100 people held a vigil 
outside the hospital, singing “Women’s Warrior Song.”
